A Reciprocity Treaty of Advantageous 
Terms te Both Countries, 

New YorK, July 80.—The conclusion of 
an important treaty of reciprocity be- 
tween the United States and the republic 
of San Domingo is described in a 
telegram from: Washington to The World. 
The treaty, an abstract of which has been 
secured, was negotiated by Manuel de J. 
Galvan, the San Domingo minister, and 
John W. Foster, — commissioner of 
the United States, and was signed in 
Washiggton June 4, The treaty will go 
into full force and effect in September 
without further ratification.
